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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Brentwood: 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  this  my  fifth  annual 
report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Each  year  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Brent- 
wood have  indicated  their  pride  in  their  school  by  com- 
pleting some  worthwhile  project.  The  installation  of  the 
ceiling  in  the  basement  has  not  only  enhanced  the  interior 
appearance  of  the  building,  but  has  also  eliminated  much 
of  the  noise  that  carried  through  to  the  classrooms  above 
when  an  activity  was  being  carried  on  in  the  basement 
while  school  was  in  session.  Although  the  ceiling  has  re- 
duced somewhat  the  effectiveness  of  the  basement  as  a 
play  area  it  should  in  no  way  limit  its  use  for  games  and 
activities  that  do  not  entail  the  throwing  or  batting  of  a  ball 
such  an  in  baseball  or  volley  ball. 

By  setting  up  a  definite  program  for  the  painting  of 
classrooms  and  by  keeping  minor  repairs  caught  up,  the 
School  Board  is  showing  a  farsighted  policy  that  should 
keep  maintenance  repairs  to  a  minimum. 

The  installation  of  basketball  backboards  in  the  play- 
ground area  and  two  posts  for  a  volley  ball  net  would  add 
a  great  deal  toward  the  developing  of  supervised  play- 
ground activities.  Either  game  can  be  played  during  any 
season  and  can  be  used  to  develop  skills  that  will  aid  both 
boys  and  girls  in  their  high  school  days.  I  recommend 
strongly  that  this  be  done  as  soon  as  possible.  The  Physical 
Education  program  carried  out  in  cooperation  with  the 
University  of  N.H.  will  again  be  available  the  last  of  this 
year.  The  above  mentioned  playground  equipment  would 
add  to  the  value  of  such  a  program. 

The  fact  that  Brentwood  lost  three  -  fourths  of  its 
teachers  last  June  has  meant  that  a  natural  period  of  ad- 
justment was  needed  for  new  teachers  this  last  Fall.  I  can 
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say  with  sincerity  that  the  new  teachers  have  made  that 
adjustment  and  are  giving  the  children  of  Swasey  School 
a  good,  sound  training  in  education  and  citizenship.  The 
success  of  any  school  program  depends  to  a  large  degree 
on  the  close  cooperation  of  School  Board,  parent  and  teacher; 
as  this  spirit  continues  to  grow  the  Brentwood  School 
will  continue  to  be  one  of  which  you  can  all  be  justifiably 
proud.

Miss  Sara  Jane  Cummings,  U.N.H.  "54"  to  replace  Miss 
Irene  Tanguay  who  resigned  to  marry.

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Nurse  -  Teacher    Report 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  School  Board  mem- 
bers, and  Citizens  of  Brentwood: 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  this,  my  second  report, 
to  you. 

Health  functions  are  continuing  as  before,  with  fine 
cooperation  from  parents  and  teachers.  It  is  because  of  this 
spirit  in  my  own  community  that  I  find  it  a  real  pleasure 
to  work  with  you. 

Much  of  the  school  nurse  -  teacher's  work  is  dependent 
upon  teacher  observation.  Through  working  in  close  re- 
lationship with  them,  we  can  more  easily  attain  the  ob- 
jectives of  the  school  nursing  program.  These  are  primarily 
to  provide  learning  experiences  for  the  child,  not  only  that 
he  may  become  more  self  -  directing  in  matters  relating  to 
his  own  health,  but  also  that  he  may  become  more  aware 
of  his  responsibilities  to  others. 

This  year  the  N.H.  State  Dept.  of  Education  has 
published  its  first  guide  for  a  school  health  program.  A 
copy  has  been  sent  to  the  School  Board  and  to  your  school. 
I  hope  everyone  will  acquaint  himself  with  the  contents 
of  this  manual,  not  only  to  become  aware  of  recent  trends 
in  school  nursing,  but  also  that  we  may  all  work  together  to 
attain  the  highest  health  goals  for  our  children.  It  cannot 
be  too  strongly  stressed  that  if  a  child  does  not  have  good 
health,  he  is  not  a  whole  person,  and  therefore  cannot  pos- 
sibly achieve  the  goals  that  his  potentialities  would  other- 
wise allow  him  to  achieve. 

Pertaining  to  this  fact,  I  would  like  to  make  two  sug- 
gestions, the  fulfillment  of  which  would  help  us  who  are 
working  for  good  health  for  all  our  children. 

1.  I  should  like  to  see  a  physician  obtained  for  the  school. 
This  could  be  a  simple  matter  in  relation  to  expense  to  the 
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town,  and  time  expended  by  a  doctor,  and  yet  be  of  great 
value  to  the  well  -  being  of  your  children. 

2.  The  school  has  a  fine  setup  for  a  hot  lunch  program. 
1  should  like  to  encourage  everyone  to  aid  in  the  completion 
of  this  worthwhile  project.  One  has  but  to  see  the  results  of 
such  a  program  in  schools  where  they  are  already  estab- 
lished, to  realize  its  value. 

In  closing,  I  should  like  to  thank  all  who  help  in  making 
the  school  nursing  program  successful.

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GUIDANCE   DIRECTOR'S   REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Members  of  the  School 
Board,  and  Citizens  of  Brentwood: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  my  third  annual 
report  as  Director  of  Guidance. 

The  choosing  of  a  career  and  the  planning  of  their 
education  with  that  goal  in  mind  is  one  of  the  most  import- 
ant decisions  that  our  pupils  will  ever  make  in  their  life- 
time. It  is  the  philosophy  of  Guidance  that  there  is  a  fitting 
vocation  for  every  boy  and  girl,  one  to  which  his  or  her 
aptitudes  and  interests  are  well  geared  and  in  which  that 
student  may  discover  the  satisfaction  of  achievement  and 
self  -  realization,  and,  further,  that  each  individual  boy 
or  girl  should  be  provided  with  the  opportunity,  the  in- 
centive, and  the  time  to  make  this  choice  wisely  with  the 
help  of  adequate  information  about  himself  or  herself  and 
adequate  information  about  the  vocation  in  which  they  are 
interested. 

Through  the  program  of  Guidance  services  - —  the  setting 
up  of  the  Individual  Inventory  for  each  pupil,  the  testing 
of  each  pupil  with  the  University  of  New  Hampshire 
Occupational  Guidance  Tests,  th  Occupational  Information 
file,  the  Bulletin  Board  program  both  at  the  high  school 
and  at  Swasey  school,  and  the  individual  counseling  sessions 
with  the  Guidance  Director  forty-nine  of  the  pupils  of  Brent- 
wood reaching  the  stage  in  their  lives  when  they  must  make 
that  decision  have  had  these  very  important  advantages  this 
year. 

There  is  already  developing  among  our  pupils  a  wiser 
and  more  mature  attitude  toward  the  choosing  of  their 
careers  and  this  attitude  is  developing  even  among  our 
seventh  grade  pupils.  It  is  needless  to  state  that  when  a 
vocational  career  is  chosen  early  school  becomes  more 
purposeful. 
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Because  of  our  increasing  school  population  there  will 
be  an  average  of  sixty  pupils  helped  each  year  in  the 
choosing  of  their  career  as  time  goes  along. 

The  testing  program  covering  the  4th  and  6th  grade 
pupils  was  carried  out  early  this  year.  Twelve  4th  grade 
and  twenty  -  two  6th  grade  pupils  were  tested.  The  results 
of  these  tests  measuring  the  attainment  of  reading,  arith- 
metic, and  language  skills  indicate  the  excellent  job  our 
teachers  are  doing. 

These  tests,  along  with  the  individual  tests,  are  help- 
ing to  provide  for  us  a  more  complete  picture  of  the  pupil  — 
his  academic  ability,  his  special  aptitudes  and  his  weak- 
nesses, his  interests,  and  his  personality.  We  can  then  see 
more  clearly  his  needs  and  provide  for  them.  We  are  direct- 
ing our  attention  this  year  to  those  students  who  may  not 
be  reaching  a  desired  standard  in  Reading  skills.  During 
the  current  months  of  this  year  we  are  making  plans  for 
steps  which  will  help  these  students  to  become  more  pro- 
ficient in  this  all  -  important  ability. 

We  are  spending  now  about  forty  percent  of  our  time 
in  developing  our  Elementary  Guidance  program.  In  this 
program  we  work  with  the  pupils  in  the  earlier  grades  — 
the  first  up.  Because  of  difficulties  which  may  arise  in  the 
earlier  years  of  their  schooling  a  poor  attitude  may  develop. 
The  techniques  of  Guidance  are  techniques  by  means  of 
which  these  pupils  may  be  taught  to  adopt  as  their  own 
those  habits  of  mind  and  emotion  which  will  result  in  a  more 
healthy  attitude.  This  year  eight  pupils  are  being  worked 
with  on  this  basis. 

The  Child  Study  course  for  parents,  which  last  year 
met  in  Newmarket,  will  meet  this  year  in  one  of  the  towns 
closer  to  Brentwood.  It  is  hoped  that  many  of  the  parents 
will  attend  these  meetings. 

The  Child  Study  course  for  parents  is  one  of  the  areas 
of  the  Guidance  program  which  we  are  trying  to  develop 
and  to  which  we  look  forward  in  the  future  with  a  great 
deal  of  hope.  It  is  a  long  term  project  and  we  are  much 
encouraged  by  the  response  of  the  parents. 
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In  closing  I  would  like  to  say  that  because  this  is  a 
Pilot  Program  in  Guidance  and  the  first  to  be  tried  on  a 
■union  basis,  there  has  been  a  good  deal  of  attention  centered 
on  it  both  by  other  school  systems  interested  in  guidance 
for  their  own  pupils  and  by  officials  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education.  The  comments  made  by  these  educational 
leaders  have  been  very  encouraging.  For  my  part,  I  would 
like  to  say  that  I  feel  that  a  large  part  of  the  success  of  the 
program  is  a  result  of  the  extremely  high  order  of  co- 
operation and  support  given  it  by  the  Superintendent,  the 
members  of  the  School  Board,  the  teachers,  and  the  parents 
of  Brentwood.  For  this  cooperation  and  support  I  would  like 
to  express  my  sincere  thanks.
